If a little more atten- 
tion were paid to plowing and weed- 
ing out among the trees already 
planted and flourishing, the Associa- 
tion would have a drive of wonderful 
beauty. A very little core is required 
to make a tree do its whole duty in 
the way of growth. Let the Associa- 
tion fill up the gap with mulberry 
and thus give the silk-worm a chance 
to live in our midst. We have a rib- 
bon factory already, and a million 
more or less of pretty girls anxious 
to ornament themselves still farther. 
They might all be taught to produce 
ribbons and silk dresses from the 
bed-rock. Nothing would suit them 
better than to fondle with the worms 
—feed 'em, nurse 'em, and nil the 
rest of it. Keeping a poodle dog, 
in view of hydrophobia, will give way 
to the silk worm.
